There were five stories in CREEPY 
#138 and out of those five, three were 
easily forgettable. That's api'etty bad 
ratio for a magazine that purports to 
be a source of spine-tingling horror 
and adolescent nightmare.

It is also hard to 
come up with an affecting Message 
when the reader doesn't care about 
the story's characters and his 7-page 
effort left them as being mere 
ciphers. 

I pick up #139 only to find that it's 
an all-reprint issue. Another one? So 
soon? Much as I admire Alex Totli's 
artistry, I'd still prefer to see some 
new material for two or three issues 
in a row, at least. 

Oh well, at least I can turn to page 4 
and read some new letters. But no, 
what's this? Creepy's Capacious 
Caucus? Well, the information is ap- 
preciated, but the style seems just a 
little inappropriate: MarvelBull- 
penese cin^a 1968, I'd say. 

Does this mean that the letters 
page is a goner? Is it too much to ask 
for a CCC page and a letters page? 
Will the same pattern repeat itself in 
other Warren mags?
